RESPONSE TO DECISION ON PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. S1 .47(a) AND 
SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO NOTICE TO FILE 
MISSING PARTS OF APPLICATION 



In response to the communication of August 12, 2002, Applicants submit an 
executed Declaration/Power of Attorney for the inventor who previously failed to 
respond to attempts to obtain an executed Declaration/Power of Attorney (Sandeep 
Kumar), an executed Declaration/Power of Attorney for the inventor who executed a 
non-complying Declaration/Power of Attorney (Germano Caronni), a fee of $130.00 for 
a late filing of oath or declaration, and a copy of the Notice of Missing Parts. 

On February 13, 2002, Applicants filed the above-identified application naming 
Germano Caronni and Sandeep Kumar as joint inventors. Because the undersigned 
could not obtain an executed declaration from Sandeep Kumar, the application was filed 
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without a declaration as required by 37 C.F.R. §1 .53. Accordingly, the Office of Initial 
Patent Examiner (OIPE) issued a Notice to File Missing Parts on March 1 1 , 2002. 

In response to the Notice to File Missing Parts, the undersigned performed a 
diligent effort to obtain an executed declaration from Sandeep Kumar but was 
unsuccessful due to the non-responsiveness and uncertain whereabouts of this 
inventor. Accordingly, Applicants filed a petition under 37 C.F.R. 1 .47(a) for inventor 
Germano Caronni to make the above-identified application on behalf of Sandeep 
Kumar. The Office of Petitions dismissed the petition because there was insufficient 
evidence that the inventor could be reached or located or the inventor refuses to sign an 
oath or declaration after having been presented with the application papers. The Office 
of Petitions also indicated that the declaration of Germano Caronni was non-complying 
because the declaration included alterations that were not initialed as required by 37 
C.F.R. 1.52(c). 

In response to the dismissal, the undersigned again attempted to contact 
Sandeep Kumar using various methods including calling phone listings for people 
named Sandeep Kumar near the last known address of the inventor, Sandeep Kumar. 
These attempts were unsuccessful. 

Following a series of electronic communicationsbetween the undersigned and 

Germano Caronni (the co-inventor of the present application), Germano Caronni also 
attempted to locate Sandeep Kumar. Germano Caronni successfully located Sandeep 
Kumar in Singapore and provided him with a declaration, which was subsequently 
executed by Sandeep Kumar and provided to the undersigned. Furthermore, Germano 
Caronni also executed a new declaration that does not include alterations. Accordingly, 
the undersigned has now obtained executed declarations from both Germano Caronni 
and Sandeep Kumar.
